^  We  issue  this  booklet  to  illustrate  some  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  effective  pieces  of  furniture  designed  and 
constructed  after  the  type  made  famous  by  William 
Morris,  which  is  now  much  cultivated  by  European 
artists.  In  England  this  style  of  furniture  is  known 
as  Modern  English ;  in  France  it  is  a  modification  of  1' 
Art  Nouveau;  in  Germany  and  Austria  it  is  Kunst 
und  Handwerk,  and  in  America  it  is  known  as  Arts 
and  Crafts.  In  offering  to  our  customers  the  original 
Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts,  we  are  pleased  to  be  able 
to  guarantee  its  superiority  in  every  way  to  all  other 
makes,  not  alone  in  design,  but  in  the  material,  the 
construction  and  the  finish,  the  individuality  and  re- 
finement of   every  piece. 

^  The  first  Arts  and  Crafts  furniture  produced  in 
this  country  and  sold  through  the  media  of  the  dealer 
was  made  in  Grand  Rapids,  and  known  as  Limbert's 
Arts  and  Crafts,  At  first  only  a  few  patterns  were 
made  by  a  small  guild  of  Holland  Dutch  craftsmen. 
This  furniture  was  delightfully  quaint,  perfectly  pro- 
portioned, and  faithfully  put  together  on  structural 
lines.  Unlike  most  of  the  furniture  of  the  times,  it 
did  not  depend  chiefly  for  its  enrichment  upon  carving 
and  turning.  For,  be  it  known  that  the  more  skillful 
the  craftsman  becomes  in  the  exercise  of  his  own 
particular  branch  of  craft,  the  less  is  he  disposed  to 
cover,  or  have  covered,  the  surfaces  of  his  productions 
with  carving  or  other  ornamentation.  He  prefers  to 
let  his  own  skillful  use  of  the  saw,  plane  and  mould- 
ing-iron tell  its  own  tale  without  any  elaboration. 
And  a  most  delightful  tale  it  is.  The  merits  of  this 
make  of  furniture  were  quickly  recognized,  and  it  has 
grown  steadily  in  public  favor  and  in  demand  year 
by  year.  The  original  manufacturing  facilities  were 
eventually  outgrown,  and  a  new  factory  was  erected. 
In    the    selection    of   the    site,   the    quaintly   beautiful 


little  city  of  Holland,  a  few  miles  west  of  Grand 
Rapids,  was  chosen.  This  city,  of  some  twelve  thous- 
and people,  is  located  among  the  native  trees  on  the 
banks  of  Black  Lake,  and  forms  the  largest  Holland 
Dutch  settlement  in  the  United  States.  The  influence 
of  temperament  and  environment  upon  all  that  is 
artistic  has  a  value  that  cannot  be  overestimated. 
In  literature  Jack  London  gets  his  temperament  in  the 
Yukon,  Kipling  in  India  and  Marion  Crawford  in  Italy. 
In  art,  the  French  transition  period  would  have  been 
nothing,  were  it  not  that  the  artistic  David  and  the 
brothers  Adam  of  England  spent  years  in  the  vicinity 
of  Pompeii  and  Herculaneum  to  get  the  Italian  tem- 
perament which  found  perpetuity  in  the  Empire  style. 
And  to  get  the  Dutch  Arts  and  Crafts  temperament 
and  handicraft,  Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts  factory 
went  to  Holland.  Here  were  the  clever  craftsmen, 
strict  in  their  rude  simplicity,  honest  in  their  labor 
and  loyal  to  the  traditions  which  made  Flanders,  500 
years  ago,  the  master  artisan  of  the  old  world,  to 
which  Spain  and  the  English,  from  Elizabeth  to  Queen 
Anne,  paid  royal  tribute.  With  such  exceptional  sur- 
roundings and  environment,  in  a  large,  commodious 
factory  containing  every  convenience  for  the  educa- 
tion and  comfort  of  the  craftsmen,  is  made  Limbert's 
Arts  and  Crafts  furniture. 

^  In  the  making  of  good  furniture,  one  of  the  most 
essential  considerations  is  the  selection  of  a  good  cab- 
inet wood  and  its  proper  treatment,  so  that  it  may 
not  be  affected  by  the  varied  climatic  conditions  nor 
by  the  different  methods  of  heating  the  apartments  in 
which  it  may  find  eventual  home.  White  oak  is  con- 
ceded to  be  the  best  of  the  native  woods  for  cabinet 
work.  Its  superiority  to  all  other  woods  has  been 
recognized  for  centuries  and  all  of  the  most  authentic 
and  best  preserved  examples  of  antique  furniture  are 
made  of  oak.  Illustrating  of  its  durability,  it  will  be 
remembered  that  "  Old  Ironside, "  the  frigate  Consti- 
tution of  Revolutionary  fame,  whose  sturdy  ribs  could 


turn  a  British  cannon  ball,  was  constructed  of  Amer- 
ican white  oak.  TJie  best  quality  of  selected  white 
oak  is  used  exclusively  in  Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts 
furniture.  Grown  on  high  ground,  the  timber  from 
which  the  cabinet  wood  is  manufactured  is  close 
grained,  with  fine  texture,  is  beautifully  figured  and 
runs  a  uniform  color.  The  oak  after  it  comes  from 
the  saw  is  piled  up  outside  so  that  there  is  a  free  cir- 
culation of  air  on  all  sides,  where  it  remains  for  a 
couple  of  years  or  more  until  it  becomes  thoroughly 
air-dried  or  cured.  After  this  process,  the  oak  is  kiln 
dried,  that  is,  it  is  loaded  on  iron  trucks,  and  run 
into  the  kiln,  a  scientifically  constructed  super-heated 
room  with  forced  circulation  and  ventilation,  capable 
of  containing  several  carloads  at  one  time.  The  oak 
is  not  at  first  subjected  to  the  extreme  of  heat,  there 
being  a  difference  of  some  sixty  degrees  between  the 
entrance  and  exit  of  the  kiln,  and  the  trucks  are 
gradually  moved  along  from  day  to  day  for  about  six 
weeks.  From  the  dry  kiln  the  oak  is  run  into  closed 
sheds  where  it  is  cooled  off  gradually.  It  is  then 
conveyed  to  open  sheds  where  it  is  acclimated,  as  it 
were,  by  absorbing  what  dampness  it  may  from  the 
ordinary  atmosphere.  Even  then,  the  oak  designed 
for  the  use  in  Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts  furniture  is 
not  quite  ready  for  the  craftsman.  It  has  to  undergo 
a  post  graduate  course  in  seasoning,  so  to  speak. 
After  being  cut  into  dimensions,  it  is  run  over  re- 
volving knives  by  hand,  squared  and  trued,  and  placed 
in  a  room  raised  to  a  very  high  temperature.  After- 
wards allowed  to  cool  off,  it  is  ready  to  play  its  part 
in  the  construction  of  the  furniture  itself.  It  is 
easier  in  the  telling  than  in  the  actual  curing  of  the 
oak,  the  trained  and  vigilant  watching,  to  see  that  it 
does  not  "check"  or  crack,  and  that  the  natural  life, 
strength  and  tenacity  of  the  fibre  of  the  wood  may 
not  be  affected  after  it  is  made  into  furniture  and 
subjected  to  the  multitudinous  gradation  of  dryness, 
humidity,  heat  and  cold  to  be  found  in  the  various 
sections    of    our    country.     There    are    many    modern 


methods  of  treating  green  lumber  so  that  it  may  be 
formed  into  furniture  a  few  weeks  after  it  is  cut 
from  the  tree.  But  all  of  these  methods  render  the 
lumber  soft  and  brashy,  the  violent  cooking  and 
steaming  taking  the  life  and  strength  out  of  it.  Like 
hot-house  fruit,  cabinet  wood  artificially  seasoned  and 
cured,  lacks  the  vigor,  the  durability,  the  strength, 
the  beauty,  and  we  might  also  say  the  flavor  of  that 
seasoned  in  the  slow  but  natural  old-fashioned  way. 

^  Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts  furniture  is  essentially 
the  result  of  hand  labor,  although  that  does  not  mean 
machinery  is  not  used.  Wherever  the  craftsman  can 
utilize  the  machine  to  the  advantage,  and  not  to  the 
detriment  of  the  work,  it  is  done.  Each  piece  of  ma- 
terial is  cEirefully  selected  with  an  eye  to  the  part  it 
will  form  of  the  finished  furniture.  As  there  is  an 
individuality  in  the  wood  as  in  the  completed  article, 
care  is  taken  that  every  part  shall  have  as  near  as 
possible  the  same  texture  and  color.  It  is  not  our 
purpose  to  give  a  detailed  technical  account  of  the 
actual  construction  of  Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts  fur- 
niture. Every  joint  is  in  evidence;  there  is  no  cover- 
ing up  with  mouldings  or  carvings.  The  perfect 
modeling,  close  joints  and  clean  workmanship  are 
beautiful  in  themselves,  and  so  call  for  no  extraneous 
embellishments.  The  craftsmen  are  afforded  scope  for 
their  own  originality  and  genius,  and  in  conjunction 
with  the  designers  they  have  created  for  Limbert's 
Arts  and  Crafts  a  distinct  style,  which  has  won  the 
approval  of  the  cultured  public  to  so  extraordinary  an 
extent  that  many  other  designers  and  makers  have 
attempted  to  copy  them ;  indeed,  Limbert's  Arts  and 
Crafts  furniture  is  now  recognized  as  the  standard  of 
the  Arts  and  Crafts  type,  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
modes  not  in  accord  with  it. 

CJ  Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts  furniture  can  be  finished 
to  order  in  any  special  finish,  durable  to  use  on  oak ; 
namely.  Genuine  Fumed,  Early  English,  Weathered 
Oak,  Waxed   Golden  Oak,  Bog  Oak,  Flemish  Oak,  etc 


The  fumed  finish  is  most  generally  preferred  how- 
ever, and  that  used  on  Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts 
pieces  is  a  rich  nut  brown  color,  that  harmonizes  with 
almost  anything.  It  is  produced  by  placing  the  fur- 
niture in  an  air  tight  box  and  bringing  it  in  contact 
with  strong  ammonia  fumes  for  a  number  of  hours, 
until  it  penetrates  through  the  pores  of  the  wood.  It 
is  then  treated  to  a  special  finish  and  waxed.  This 
color  will  not  wear  off  on  the  edges,  as  it  is  pene- 
trated through  the  wood.  The  fumed  finish  is  clear, 
transparent  and  smooth.  It  gives  fire  and  life  to  the 
wood  and  brings  out  the  rich,  variegated  tones,  im- 
parting a  warm  sheen  and  glow  to  the  surface  that 
no  other  finish  can.  The  color  has  a  soft,  velvety 
shine,  ever  changing  in  the  light  and  always  beauti- 
ful. Where  a  stain  gives  color  only,  this  fuming 
gives  a  color  life  that  has  translucent  depth,  rich 
and  lustrous.  To  lovers  of  the  aesthetic,  it  is  charm- 
ing. 

^  With  the  taste  for  luxury  and  refinement  steadily 
growing  on  every  hand,  a  degree  of  ease  and  comfort 
is  naturally  demanded  greater  than  that  which  the 
woodworker  alone  can  provide.  The  craftsmen  making 
Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts  furniture  have  an  invalua- 
ble coadjutor  in  the  upholsterer,  who  has  done  much 
to  render  chairs,  rockers  and  settees  kindly  inviting  to 
the  body.  Only  the  very  best  material  is  used,  and 
the  cushions  are  all  first  made  up  in  muslin  and 
tufted  and  stitched  before  the  Morocco  is  put  on,  so 
that  they  will  wear  and  keep  in  shape.  The  same 
careful  attention  to  details  is  shown  as  in  the  wood- 
work, all  stitched  seams  being  made  with  welted 
edges,  and  all  exposed  rivets  or  tacks  having  old  cop- 
pered finished  heads.  All  spring  seats  are  filled  in 
with  the  best  springs,   tied  down  by  hand. 

^  The  seating  pieces  are  covered  in  genuine  natural 
grain  Spanish  Morocco  leather,  made  from  imported 
goat  skins.  Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts  tannage  makes 
this  leather  soft  and  pliable,  as  well  as  firm  and  strong. 
The  natural  hair  follicles  have  a  pebble  surface  that 
is  uniform  and  pronounced.  This  natural  surface 
renders  it  possible  to  secure  a  color  that  is   absolutely 


fast  and  a  finish  that  cannot  be  duplicated  in  any 
other  leather.  Indeed,  there  is  no  leather  so  desirable 
for  furniture  covering,  or  one  possessing  equal  wear- 
ing and  attractive  qualities. 

^  Every  piece  we  offer  is  the  result  of  careful  thought 
and  study  by  artists  and  craftsmen  of  recognized  abil- 
ity and  experience,  who  have  the  true  Arts  and  Crafts 
spirit  and  are  able  to  impart  an  individuality  and  feel- 
ing to  their  work.  The  utility  and  comfort  of  every 
piece  has  an  important  consideration.  All  seating 
pieces  have  the  proper  sweep  and  swing  to  make 
them  sit  easy.     They  are  comfortable. 

^  Every  piece  of  Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts  furniture 
is  as  well  made  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it.  All  wood- 
work used  both  inside  and  outside  is  white  oak.  Ever>' 
piece  is  finished  on  the  inside  and  on  the  back.  Every 
piece  is  actually  held  together  by  mortise  and  tenon, 
pin  and  dowel,  and  other  structural  devices.  It  is  so 
strong  in  material  and  make  that  it  will  last  for  gen- 
erations. Its  pronounced  artistic  featiires,  character- 
ized by  severe  yet  well  proportioned  and  harmonious 
outlines,  together  with  its  pleasing  colorings,  make 
Limbert's  Arts  and  Crafts  furniture  superior  to  all 
similar  types.
